TURNING INCUBATOR EGGS. 



I huvo been n closo observer of the 
process of incubntiou for more than ten 
years, says a writer iu a poultry ox- 
change, and during that time have tried 
many experiments along various Hues, 
says a writer in an exchange. For eight 
years I have usi d incubators more or 
less, and for four years almost exclu- 
sively, and I have convinced myself that 
eggs must be tu- led during nicul alion 
to produce the I* t rosults. I am satis- 
fled that the ben lurns the eggs at times 
wben a more change of her position was 
not the reason for it, and I know that 
if eggs aro not turned in an iucubator a 
large part of thei i will not hatch. 

If a fresh egg is broken, on the yolk 
will be noticed a whitish spot. Many 
think this deuob s tho fertility of the 
egg, but this is a mistake, because it is 
found in eggs laid by hens with whom 
males have not been kept. 

This whito spot is a weight to hold 
tbe yolk always tho same side up no 
matter what the position of tho egg. If 
eggs are not turned iu an incubator, the 
yolk soon settles to one side, and tbe 
embryo chick dies. Why this is so I do 
not pretend to suy, but 1 know it Is the 
case from repeatid observations. Near- 
ly every incubator maker advises that 
eggs lie turned twice a day, but I never 
turn tho eggs in my incubator before 
tbe third day uoi after tbe eighteenth, 
and but once u day at any time. I think 
once iu two days is quito as well, but I 
always turn them every day because it 
is more convenient tu remember than a 
longer interval would be. I think the 
philosophy of incubation is not very 
well understood . veil by muny makers. 
The artificial incubatiou of eggs is of 
great economic importance, and it is 
very easy to practice »ucce**fully if one 
knows bow.
